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THe DisaAPPRARANCE OF UNITED SraTFs 
MaksHaL WILLIAu G. DiCKSON—A few 
Thousand Doilurs also Missing — We put- 
lished an item yesterday, :aken from the 
Atlanta New Era, which announced the 
disappearance from this sphere of action 
of United States Marshal William G. Dick- 
son. The Era’s item was couched ip mvs- 
térious language, and the fact that there 
Wis no uroney left behind to pay the ex 
penses of the United States Court Was men- 
tioned in it. 

There appears to be no shadow of doubt 
but that Dickson has gone, and also that 
some thirty,torty or fifty thousand dollars 
are also missing. The Marshal had made 
a sale of the brig George, and after the ad- 
justment ot claims. some ten or tilteen 
thousand dollars of the tunds remained in 
his hands. This amount he was called 
upon to pay over to the attorneys of the 
parties interested in the vessel. and made 
an excuse that he had to go to Atlanta to 
attend court, and would settle up when he 
returned. He had also five or six thou- 
sand dollars, proceeds of the sate of the 
Tanirend, a steamer which he had disposed 
of; and also the proceeds of sales of prop- 
erty under fi. fas. issued out of the United 
States Courts. amounting, it is supposed, to 
upwards of fifty thousand dollars. 

These fands have not, it is believed, been 
boldly appropriated and carried away, but 
the impression is that baving large sums 
ling idle in his hands, he ha- been ap- 
proached by designin : parties who have 
borrowed the money for speculative pur- 
poses, promising a heavy profic tor the use 
‘of vhe tunds, and asure recurnof the mon- 
ey whenever it might be wanted. Now 
that the money is wanted the pirties who 
ure supposed tu have had the use of it are 
gone. and Dickson. fearing the conse- 
quences, has aleo fled. 80 tar as we can 
learn, this is the cause of the disappear- 
ance. His brother Join, who was acting 
us Deputy Marshal in the Northern Dis- 
trict, is also said to have left us soon as the 
news of his brother’s absence became pub- 
lic, fearing that he would be involved in 
the consequences. Whether this report be 
correct or not we cannot say. 

Marshal Uickson was lust seen on the 
road to Montgomery, Ala.. and is thought 
to have goue to Cuba. Rumor has it that 
he was not alone. [le was under $20.000 
bonds, his bondsmen being reliable and re- 
sponsible merchants. Further particulars 
in the affair will probably be revealed in 
the future. 8 D. Dickson. the father ot 
the Marshal, yesterday turned over $9.000 
of his own property to the securities to 
protect them.—Savannah News, 16th.
